A NOVEL REMEDY

ECONOMICS AND LOVE 
DISCUSSED

OVE and marriage, with particular re- 
i. ference to the difficulties experienced 

by marriageable young people in the 
rural areas, were the principal topics of dis- 
cussion at yesterday s session of Muintir na 
Tire at Ardmore, County Waterford. Presi- 
dent de Valera, who was joined by Dr. d. 
Rvan. Minister for Agriculture, heard the 
Association formally suggest to the Govern- 
ment the easement of the difficulties by the 
provision out of State funds of a cottier'’s 
house on every small farm, which would 
enable the eldest boy to get married without 
having to wait for years until the farms 
came into his possession through the death of 
his parents. Secveiniate also was advocated 
as a check to the declining marriage rate, and 
the centralisation tendency in industry and 
games and the employment of women in In- 
dustry were 0 oe condemned by the Rev. 
J. Hayes, U.C., Tipperary. 


POSSIBLE SOLUTIONS , 


The Rev. E. J. Lambe, Rosscarbery, said 
that the problem of rural marriages was 
common also to England. Scotland and Wales, 
and if they could solve it here they would be 
setting a headline to the other countries. The 
lem had many causes, one of them being 

in this country of the eldest son 
inheriting the farm. Another was the un- 
economical holdings in the country. There 
many ways in which they could attack

the problem; for instance, by the decentralisa- 
of ‘industries, the dividing up of 
the land after the manner of ..Belgium, 
where every sqnare foot of land was culti- 
vated, and the doling out of small holdings 


might be a solution. He suggested that the 
distribution of food should be controlled by 
the State. People might object and say that 
this would be giving too much power to the 
State, but during the war the State had 
controlled food distribution, and why should 
they wait for war to do it now? In his own 
parish of Rosscarbery, where there were 
three thousand people, they had only one 
The 


marriage in the past year. present 
economic state of the country might have 
contributed to the falling off in marriages. 
‘*‘Remember,”’ he said, “the Minister of 


E1 is hitting a lot of farmers in 
West Cork very hard, and I am the only re- 
presentative here to-day. Perhaps, of course, 
they were hit hard before the Minister’s 
time.” The falling off in marriagés was due 
also to the proneness of the old people to hold 
on to their farms, afraid to hand them over 
to the young people because they might bring 
in some virago of a wife, but they should be 
ready to take a chance of that. 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


The Rev. J. Hayes, C.C., Tipperary, said 
that the country, as a whole, was suffering 
from the falling marriage rate, and it was 
contmed greatly to Catholics in the north- 
east. The Catholics in the north-east were 
not getting married, while people of other 
denominations were getting married, but were 
having small families. ‘‘I believe, he said, 
“that if the Catholics in the north-east. did

. their duty and got married they could settle 


the boundary question by a vote in forty 
years time.” 

He urged a simplification of their lives and 
their amusements. EKven games, he observed, 
were being centralised. and instead of people 
taking an interest in their own country pas- 
times they now rushed up to Dublin to get 
what they considered the best that was 
possible. He hela that economics did not play 
the important part that was assumed for it in 


regard to marriage. Happiness which was 
seli-made and above circumstances was the 
main factor. There were too many girs 


seeking and getting employment in the tac- 
tories. In ‘Tipperary they had one hundred 
and forty girls out of two hundred people 
employed. ihese  giris were wage earners, 
aud the only thing they could do would be to 
get. a man who was unemployed, and who 
would have to mind the house and nurse the 
baby while she continued to work. ‘That was 
going to. lead t6 more unemployment and 
fewer marriages. The woman's place was in 
the home, and they should not put them into 
industries and make them wage earners. An- 
other difhculty was the objection of parents to 
their sons getting married. A lhittle Jegisla- 
lion had done wonders for the old people, 
and a littie more legislation that would pro- 
vide people with decent homes of their own 
would help rural marriages. He believed in 
propaganda to make marriage popuiar, pro- 
paganda even tw the extent of reviving 
'" Chalk Sundays.” In Italy Mussolini had 
made a great eftort to make marriages popular, 
and the Church and “State in this 
country should put their heads together 
induce the young peuple to enter into 
the marriage bond &nd Jay the foundation 
of an Irish nation. 

Speaking of the difficulties of marriage in 
the country areas, he said the eldest boy 
usually had to wait until the parents died 
in order to get a little bit of land to support 
him, “they should ask the State to erect 
a small cottage either from its own funds 
or by way ot a long term loan, on every 
small farm, and make it available for the 
eldest son on the understanding that after 
a period, sa¥ ten years, the parents would 
surrounder the principal dwelling and farm 
and spend the remainder of their lives in 
the cottage supported by the farm, He 
thought that the State would respond to 
that suggestion, because the State felt that 
it was a fundamental problem, and . would 
have to be solved.

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of months. If there was any. word that we 
misused to-day. it was the word. ‘love. 
The love portrayed in the newspapers and 
on the films was not love, it was animal 
passion, They had degraded the God given 
gift to mere animal passion. 

In a paper on economic holdings, Mr. J. 
J. Bergin said that the major considerations 
were that an economic holding would give’a 
fair living to an average family, would en- 
able the occupier to have a reasonable 
amount of recreation and permit him to meet 
the social obligations of a citizen, and would 
enable the occupier to fit his children to live 
their lives. 

Dealing with the types of land, Mr. Bergin 
said that the ideal situation of an economic 
holding would be where the land was mot 
level nor the soil uniform in character. These 
were considerations which must not be lost 
sight of in determining the size of the ideal 
helding. An occupier, in order to pay domestic 
commitments, rent and rates, buy manures, 
seeds. implements, tools and omens 
and carry out repairs must have considerable 
purchasing power, and that could only come 
from the sale of surplus and secondary farm 
products. For a holding of twenty acres the 
total nett income would, he said, be £56 óg. 
4d., and the total expenditure £151, leaving 
an adverse balance of £75 per annum. An 
effort to reduce that balance must be made 
by..the, introdnation, of economy in the home, 
but they could not’ do more; than reduce the 
figure to £43. A twenty-acre holding of good 
land farmed under present-day conditions, 
and in the orthodox agricultural manner, 
would barely support two adults and one 
child. That explained. why’ 60,000. farmers’ 
sons left the farms in the years 1927 to 1933. 
Even on good Jand where: it was too etrong 
and wet to permit of economic tillage, he 
did not think that even forty-three 


‘acres would support six people with the 


two adults working sixteen hours daily and 
the children helping before and after school. 
They had considered only orthodox farming, 
but, if modern tendencies were considere:l, 
one must make an economic holding out of

such as by the erection of a 
tomato-house, the growing of apples, straw- 
berries and tobacco, but these were types of 
farming which need not be taken into account 
when determining the size of an economic 
holding. 


MIXED BATHING 
The Rev. Father Cahill, 8.J., Dublin, pro- 


posing a vote of thanks to the speakers, paid 
special tribute to the suggestion of Father 
Hayes, regarding the provision of cottages 
on the land for parents when their children 
embraced matrimony. ‘‘His suggestion ia 
wonderfully practical and wonderfully good,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ This rural marriage problem is 
a.dr-adful one, and the idea of Father Hayes 
is. very fine. It is a solution which 1s 
sufficiently. practical to win approval from 
the people concerned. '' 

Dealing with labourers’ cottages, Father 
Cahill said that every labourer should . be 
given a cottage and an acre of land on a 
voluntary basis. If some system for the 
voluntary breaking up of the land could be 
evolved and some facility in this regard 
given, it would give a great impetus to rural 
marriages, and would be far more efficient 
than any system which could be evolved 
in bureaucratic or Government quarters, Father 
Cahill condemned the practice of mixed 
bathing, which he had witnessed on the beach 
at Ardmore. No law was in force against 
it. No law in this matter could be enforced, 
but there was a definite public opinion 
against it. Surely, he said, some power 
should be given to local authorities in the 
matter of by-laws to stop it. 

Mr. J. Hurley,*T:D., said that the mini- 
mum agricultural wage of 24s. a week was 
scandalous. It worked out at a little more 
than 2d, per meal per head for a family of 
six. He urged Muintir na Tire to take up 
the position ef the agricultural worker and 
bring him up to a decent standard of living. 

In the report of the address given by Mr. 
McGowan, T.D., Balbriggan, it was stated 
that he advocated the Commissionership 
svstem instead of county councils. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan stated that his references were in- 
tended to be ironic, and later in the pre- 
ceedings stated that of the four counties in

All this 
money went into the pockets of the very 


poor.

During the discussion of the Public Health 
Committee minutes at the Belfast Corpora- 
tion to-day objection was taken to the pro- 
posal of the Committee to demolish a number 
of workers’ houses as unhealthy without 
providing alternative accommodation at 
reasonable rents. The Superintendent 
Medical Officer of Health, in his annual 
report, condemned about 2,000 houses. 

Council'or Hill said that it may. be true 
that there are about 2,000 houses vacant in 
Belfast, but- these are houses which are 
offered at a rent of lls. and 12s. per week. 
If he could get 2,000 houses at a rent cf 
5s. or 6s. per week he could easily get tenants 
for them. 

Councillor Wilton said that in Court Ward 
there were seven families in one small house, 
and four or five people living in one room. 
In one house an attic was let at 10s. per 
week, and was occupied by a father, mother 
and five children. These conditions would 
not be tolerated in any city in the British 
Isles, Notwithstanding all that they were 
paying for public health services, they only 
reduced the infant mortality rate by one 
during the past twelve months, and ‘e 
attributed this to the unhealthy housing con- 
ditions, 

Councillor Collins (Nationalist) said that 
about ten thousand people would be forced to 
get “accommodation in houses which were 
already occupied, and this would lead to great 
over-crowding, ‘<I protest against this policy 
of wholesale demolition of workers’ houses 
without providigg’ alternative accémmoda- 
tion,” he said. : 

Dr. Williamson, Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee; said that the Public 
Health Committee had a duty to perform to 
the citizens in trying to preserve the health 
of the city, including the demolition of un- 
healthy houses. '

WORLD'S DAIRY 
EXHIBITION

From Our AGnICULTURAL CoRRESPONDENT, 
6 lage Irish Free State  tricolour was 


prominent among the flags of the 

nations represented at the Eleventh 
World’s Dairy Congress in Berlin, both in 
the Congress Lecture Hall and at the entrance 
to the International Dairy Exhibition around 
the Radio Tower at Witzleben. 

The ‘* Milk Exhibition,” to give it its 
popular description, provided a great attrac- 
tion for residents and visitors. It was ex- 
tremely well laid out in the buildings already 
provided for such purposes. i 

Most oí the countries represented at the 
Congress had _ exhibits, indicating not 
only what they have done in_ the 
way of progressive dairying, but also 
what kind of dairy produce they have for 
home. and export. Among these countries 
were’ Great Britain, Denmark, Switzerlan:, 
and over forty other lands, but there was no 
exhibit from either the Irish Free State or 
Northern Ireland. Why this was so I can- 
not say, but it was remarkable in view of the 
representative attendance of Departmental 
officials and of others connected with the 
Irish dairying industry. 

So far as anyone intent ‘on business was 
concerned, there was no language difficulty. 
The officials in ;attendance at the stands of 
dairy machinery firms were nearly all good 
linguists, and English came to them as easily 
as their native tongue. Many of these firms 
have already had agreeable Sdeimean connec- 
tions with Ireland, and there were strong 
indications that these would in many cases 
be renewed, 


| Stainless Steel Churns 


Those associated with Irish creameries were 
closely interested in the largest types of 
butter churn, which were shown by. two or 
Some 
of these have been erected in the Irish Free 
State during the last few months, and, judg- 
ing by the interest displayed, there will soon 
be a few more. 

In this connection a © new Silkeborg 
Tassano pasteuriser for the treatment of 
liquid’ milk for cities and towns attracted 
considerable attention. One of these is now 
operating in Kilkenny. 

Great. interest wes taken in the new type 
of milk cooler. This is a stainless steel 
cooler of rather high dimensiens, with water 
or brine circulating inside, and the milk on 
the outside. It possesses a smooth surface, 
which helps very much in the matter of easy 
cleaning. 

The firm of Krupp showed a novel churn 
of stainless steel, made like a square tank, 
and diagonally operated. Those with experi- 
ence of what may be called |" standard ”’ 
churns are still discussing the claims made 
for this innovation. 

A considerable improvement was noticed in 
the Aldehorn automatically operated refri- 
gerators. 


German Four Years Plan 


As might be expected. there was a large 
assortment of the best known dairying 
machinery and equipment, heavy and light. 
This included separators, power and lighting 
plants, milk-bottling machinery,’ butter pack- 
ing plants, and many other features too 
numerous to mention in a general description. 

Qn the Continent large quantities of milk 
are used in cheese-making, and special equip- 
ment is necessary for this branch of the 
industry. 

In the well-designed German exhibit at this 
exhibition one was graphically shown that 
the value of milk products surpasses that of 
ell other products in Germany. Yet the 
demand for milk and milk products in. Ger- 
many exceeds the home supply. To remedy 
was introduced. 

An increase in the number and productive- 
ness of dairy cows is suggested; but, as a 
fodder shortage is felt even with the present 
number of cattle, production must be in- 
creased by select breeding and other appro- 
priate methods. 

Meanwhile, the Irish Free State has to con- 
sider the gradual shrinkage of the German 
market for exported butter if, and when, Ger- 
many becomes self-sufficient. 


GERMAN CATTLE 

Another feature df the exhibition was the 
display of twenty-one cows representing the 
seven German breeds of cattle; The building 
provided as a tyre for these animals would 
not have passed inspection under our new 
Milk Regulations, but, apart from that, it 
was interesting to note the character of the 


stock. | 3 

In colour life a Shorthorn, the red Angler 
cow is one of the Lowland breeds. It 1s 
found mainly in smail districts of Schleswig- 
Holstein, is very light-boned and of fine 
structure. Jts food consumption is low, but 
the milk and fat yields alike are high. 
Another cow of Lowland breed is a black 
and white of Friesian type. This is a first- 
class dairy cow, giving a heavy milk yield 
and frequently a high percentage of butter 


Somewhat like an Ayrshire is the red and 
white Lowland cow. This comes next to the 
hlack and white as a milker, but has a bigger 
frame for fattening off. 

The big Mountain cattle shown were 
coloured somewhat like Jerseys. These big- 
hodied yellow-white spotted cows yield plenty 
of good quality milk, and are adapted for 
fattening as well as for draught purposes, 
but require a lot of feeding. Much more 
used for draught are the yellow mountain 
dairy cows, which give a moderate milk yield. 
Better milk and butter fat yields are obtained 
from the gray brown Mountain cows, which 
thrive where other breeds would starve. . 

There was also a good collection of milch 
goats and ewes.

IRISH POINT OF VIEW 


From a purely Irish creamery standpoint, 
the exhibition, though right up-to-the-minute, 
produced few novelties. By practical creamery 
managers the cubical stainless steel churn of 
American design, already. mentioned, As 
regarded as stil in the experimental stage. 
A similar remark applies to the hydraulic 
churn. gear box, for which substantial 
advantages are claimed. 

Other exhibits of interest. included lanital, 
a wool made from casein, shown in a yarn ci 
various colours, the fabric being made of 50 
per cent. lanital and 50 per cent, cellulose,

MILK TESTING AND - 
GRADING 


——- é — 


The importance of obtaining milk from 
cows that. are thoroughly healthy was a sub- 
ject of discussion in several of the papers at 
the Congress. More especially was reference 
made to the importance of stamping out 
tubercu'osis in dairy herds as a measure for 
ensuring the protection of public health. 

In Germany, as in this country, very com 
prehensive regulations have been made for 
tha inspection of dairies and cowsheds. 
Samples of milk are taken at regula: inter. 
vals, and the price is regulated according to 
the quality. For the time being, current 
veterinary and bacteriological tests of every 
producing plant and of every single cow #re 
not required unless the producers voluntarily 


decide upon these tests. 

The following tests are made against the 
sayment of fixed fees—for certified milk 
nd first-class milk: at least twe've times a 
year, investigation of milk taken from the 
market tests by the senses (according to the 
vtandards of the Agricultural Estate for 
Nutrition), and technical bacteriological tests, 
according to a uniform system for the whole 
of Germany. 

For unbottled raw milk for liquid consump- 
tion: at least twice every three months, tests 
of milk taken sterile from the market 

A part sample of these samples is sent to 
the Veterinary Hygiene Laboratory which is 
responsible for the control. 


Boards of Control. 


The promotion of -qualitv ts entrusted to 
the Marketing Board for Milk. In each of 
the eighteen milk marketing associations 
subordinate to the Central Hoard, there is 
a staff trained in outdoor darry practice, 
while dairy experts and veterinary hygiene 
institutes are available for carrving out the 
control and advisory service. The work rí 
the dairy expert advisers is regarded as a 
most important link in the work of improving 
the quality of the milk. 

The Agricultural Estate for Nutrition owns 
26 Dairy Institutes which cuo-vperate closely 
with the dairy industry. Some sixteen 
Institutes of veterinary hvgiene also belong 
to the Agricultural Estate for Nutrition, and, 
although their duties are far more extensive, 
they also participate in the work of improv- 
ing the quality of milk. 

Dairy Institutes belonging to the Regional 
Agricultural Associations are placed at the 
disposal of Milk Marketing Associutions for 


carrying out the tests which have been de- 
scribed already. 

‘the foregoing outline of what is being 
done in Germany is of interest, in view of 
the regulutions which have heen made in this 
country ior the production of pure nalk. 


Value of Tubercle-Free Milk 


There is a strong désise among experts 
everywhere to secure for such high-grade 
produce as tubercle-frve milk a beter price 
than is obtained for milk not entitled to this 
description. Compulsory grading is uot yet 
in operation in this country, but many dairy 
farme:s have built up tubercle-free dairy 
herds, and are now in a position to comply 
with any standard which may be officially 
sel up in connection with the marketing «f. 
mith, . In the vicinity of Dublin there is quite 
a large number of tubercle-free dairies which 
would be a credit to any country. 


WHERE NATURAL MILK IS 


PREFERRED 
Airs 


Discussing the nutritive value of milk and 
milk products, Professor Dr. G. von Wendt, 
of Helsingfors, Finland, points out that milk is 
cheap in ¢omparison with other foods, and 
that the danger of infection through milk can- 
not only be reduced by heating, “but also by 
hygienic conditions of production and distribu- 
tiou as in Helsingfors, where the entire popu- 
lation of the city is supplied with certified 
natural milk at a very moderate price. . This 
result is attained by a Board comprising 
members of the city council, the milk trade, 


and producers. All milk is paid for accord- 
ing to quality, very high quality being gtven 
a distinction and low grade penalised. The 
management being in the hands of one man, 
who is responsible. to the board of directors, 
is uniform. In support of his argument Dr. 


in Helsingfors was 15.6 per cent., while in 
1934 it was only 4.4 per cent., although the 
milk is not subjected to heat treatment or pro- 
cessed in any way. 

The methods which have been adonted by 
the National Milk Publicity. Council in 
London were described at some length. These 
were the milk in schools and milk in industry 
schemes, general and special organisation in 
the country, poster displays, films, and milk 
bars. As a result of this campaign the con- 
sumption of liquid milk in England has 
definitely increased. 

The conversion of surplus milk into milk 
rowder has. been idontet in countries where 
it is difficult to obtain adequate milk supplies 
in the winter, with satisfactory results, but 
here again there is need for some control.

are disbursed. 

In the past seventeen years £2,447,831 was 
expended in cash relief in the Officers’ 
Benevolent Department; 4,556. children 
were educationally assisted; 7,708 ex-officers 
were placed in situations, and 27,150 cases 
were dealt with by the Legal and Pensions 
Bureaux. A ‘' Widows’ Trust” was 
inaugurated in June last, and already a 
number of small pensions have been allocated. 

During the past twelve months 1,836 cases 
of claims for pensions by ex-Service men were 
dealt with, 472. more letters were written 
regarding pension claims than in the previous 
year. At headquarters 49,946 files are in 
operation, an increase of over 2,000, and every 
week nearly 1,000 letters are received, and 
approximately 1,100 sent out.

BREEDING FOR MILK YIELD 


At its closing session the World’s Dairy 
Congress made the following recommenda- 
tions :— 

In order to get the full advantage of milk 

ield teats, the elaboration of results for 

reeding purposes should be standardised. 
Thus, it will be possible to select stock of 
the most suitable strains for dairying. 

Milk yield tests and the application of 
feeding methods should be a main topic at 
the next World’s Dairy Congress in Vienfia. 

The methods recommended for dealing with 
chronic cattle diseases, such as tuberculosis 
and mastiles, should, in the opinion of Con- 
gress, be adopted by the respective Govern- 
ments of different experts. 

A committee for standardisation of bac- 
teriological methods in regard to milk and 
dairy products should be formed. 


| Processed Cheese and Milk Powder 


Processed cheese is described as a product 
obtained by beating cheeses with the ad- 
mixture of certain emulsifying solutions, and 
it is intended that the admixture of foreign 
fatty substances or oils should be strictly 
prohibited. 

It is desirable that only one name for milk 
powders should be adopted in each language, 
such as “dried milk ” in English, while the 
water content must not exceed six per cent. 
A fat content of 24 per cent. of the weight 
is to be regarded as the minimum where no 
statement regarding fat content is made on 
the package. , 

Further reports regarding market regula- 
tions are asked from each of the cotntries 
interested. 


Principles Agreed Upon : 
Agreement. was expressed with the foilow- 
ing principles :-— 
Tygieni¢ milk production, based on sani- 
tary control in the cow-house, and on the 
lowest possible content of microbes in thé 
milk, must aim at the production of a milk 
easy to pasteurise. The object of this 
pasteurisation is to secure the destruction of 
ars ay germs, as well as improving the 
eeping quality without destroying the 
nutritive value of the milk. The production 
of milk easy to pasteurise is necessary to a 
reduction in the number of grades of milk. 


Chairs for Dairying 

National committees of the World’s Dairy 
Congress ate requésted to ask their various 
countries to institute special Chairs for 
dairying at colleges of agriculture, if possible, 
in connection with experimental dairies and 
research stations. Also at the schools of 
agriculture dairying should be treated as a 
special subject, 

In the construction or reconstruction of 
dairy buildings, it is suggested that an 
expert adviser be employed. More heed must 
be taken of the dairying aspects, in particular 
of the problem of drive of dairy machines. 
For the sale of milk and milk products closed 
receptacles are recommended in order to 
insure delivery ainder hygienic conditions. 
Congress also recommends the establishment 
of uniform. principles íor the testing - of 
heating apparatus. 

VETERINARY RESEARCH 

A number of veterinary surgeons attending 
the siergaain formed a party of their own 
and found that in Germany members of their 
profession occupied quite an important place 
in regard to meat inspection and such like. 
‘They were greatly impressed by the extensive 
Veterinary College and Research Institute in 
Hanover. In the words of one visitor:

In the former palace of Frederick the Great 
at Sans. Souci, Potsdam, visitors saw some 
priceless works of art in the way of paintings 
and erg 9 whcih had been collected by 
that soldier King. He was greatly influenced 
by the French and Italian schools of art, and 
was a personal friend of Voltaire, who spent 
two years at Sans Souci. Among the 
stutuary afe some original works from the 
ancient City of Pompeii, pieces of sculpture 
which leave nothing to be desired for sheer 
artistic merit.

NEURUPPIN CREAMERY 


Close to the picturesque lake at New 
ruppin is a creamery which everyone re- 
garded as the best they had seen during 
theix visit. Es‘ blishd in 1890, this crea- 
mery ig now managed on co-operative lines 
by the farmers of the district. It handles 
from seven to eight thousand gallons daily, 
and does an extensive business. 

On delivery at the creamery the milk cans 
are conveyed on rollers-to the weighing tank, 
where a sample is taken for fat content. The 
morning milk is stored for drinking, and 
the evening milk for manufacturing, purposes. 
Fully two-thirds of the milk goes to Berlin, 
while the rest is sold locally. i 

From a record in the manager’s office it 
was learned that not only had the number 
of cows supplying the: dairy increased, but 
the avwage yield per cow, and the percent- 
age of butter fat also showed a perceptible 
increase. 

All of the floors are covered with Branden- 
burg ribbed tiles, which greatly appealed to 
visitors. i 

Special inquiries with regard to prices in 
dicated that producers generally fared ex- 
tremely well.

When Mr. T. O'Connell, Chief Inspéctor, 

Department of Agriculture, leader of the 
Irish delegation, was interviewed in connec- 
tion with the Congress, he expressed himself 
satisfied with what had taken place.

Problems of Population 


The problems of population have come 
to. dominate the discussions in the 
scientific gatherings of England, and the 
attention of sociologists and politicians has 
been drawn increasingly to the possibilities 
of their solution. So far the problems have 
not given rise to any form of panic, or 
to hurried legislation calculated to in- 
crease the numbers of people born in every 
year. In this, as in so many other aspects 
of life, the British attitude is one of un- 
hurried and unruffied calm, Other 
countries may try to increase their 
populations by quack methods: Britain's 
population has grown naturally in the 
past, and the future will take care of 
itself, The general attitude, indeed, 1s 
that the rdle of the scientist—particularly 
that of the statistically-minded scientist— 
is to make the national flesh creep by the 
periodical release of some hair-raising tale. 
To the mass of educated people in England 
the harrowing stories of the scientists are 
but variants of the nursery tales which 
held naughty children in awed silence 
while their elders disported themselves. 
The Easter conferences this year were kept 
busily engaged with discussions on the 
future of the population, and now it is the 
turn of Sir Leonard Hill at the Jubilee 
Conference of the Sanitary Inspectors’ 
Association. The presidential address 
delivered to this Association by Sir 
Leonard Hill was a further exposition of 
the now-familiar theme that the British 
population is destined to decline within 
the next few years, and that the process 
may continue at an accelerating rate until, 
in a hundred years, there may be only 
about five million people living in the 
British Isles. Prophets are notoriously 
without honour in their own gountries, 
and those who emulate Cassandra gener- 
ally deserve that fate; but in this case 
the prophet has a substantial basis upon 
which to ground his gloomy forecast. A 
century ago, when, it must be conceded, 
the statistical apparatus available to the 
prophet. was not so perfect as it is to-day, 
the same forebodings might have been 
heard; and they were then unheeded, as 
they are now likely to be. The means of 
subsistence would be unequal to an in- 
creasing population, they said, a hundred 
years ago: to-day the means of subsistence 
outrun the population. 

A prophet may go without honour; he 
also must go without argument. It is 
futile to attempt argument, because the 
prophet always has that last word which 
he derives from his second sight. The 
ordinary man may “‘ dip into the future, 
far as human eye can see’’; the prophet 
has the advantage of something greater 
than the human eye. So it is that 
when Sir Leonard Hill says ithe 
population of these countries wili be 
millions in a hundred

When 
Sir Josiah Stamp spoke to the British 
Association last year on the adjustments 
needed in society to meet the changed 
populat.on, and its distribution in different | 
age groups, he touched the. root of the 
problem, It is true that he did not suggest 
any definite changes in the economic 
structure of society, although he pointed 
to the radical alteration which would be 
needed if the national economy were to be 
kept in alignment with the changes in 
population. If standards of living can be 
maintained with an increasing population 
—and there would seem to be no reason 
why they should not be maintained or why 
they should not be within the wit of man- 
kind to contrive—the problem of popula- 
tion in the twentieth century should 
solve itself as did the population problem 
of the nineteenth century. An_ in.

In a 
symposium in the Practitioner some 
excellent advice is given to motorists by 
Dr. Alexander Baldie, who contributes 
what are described as some ‘‘ refreshment 
rules of the road.” The first, and in our 
view the most important suggestion that 
he makes, is that on any occasion on which 
the use of alcohol is “a contemplated 


-ritual,”’ the motor-car ought to be left at 


home. At any rate, he says, no driver 
ought to touch drink ler at least two hours 
before taking the wheel of a car. Alcohol 
‘ought te be eschewed altogether on long. 
journeys, ór when a motorist is alone in 
his car. Cold water sipped’ at’ intervals 
prevents fatigue; but beer makes one 
drowsy, and cocktails or spirits are 
'““ explosive ’’ in their effects, Dr. Baldie 
repeats the old advice that if one must 
have a drink, the grape never should be 
mixed with the grain; but, in our opinion, 
the motorist who indulges in alcohol while 
he is on the road, or about to make a 
journey, is either a criminal or a_ fool. 
Everybody has met the jovial young man 
with the “ high-powered '' sports car, who 
thinks that a few drinks will steady his 
nerves, and declares that he can drive far 
better when he has had a couple. This 
type of driver will get away with it ninety- 

nine times out of a hundred; but on the 
hundredth there will be an inquest, and 


the coroner will be informed solemnly that... 


the culprit, who was driving at fifteen 
miles an hour—the speed always seems to 
be fifteen—had two bottles of beer and a 
small port before starting. In certain 
continental countries drivers are not. 
allowed to smoke while at the wheel, and 
we feel very strongly that the law in 
Ireland regarding the use of alcoho] by 
motorists ought to be made considerably 
more drastic. Nothing but imprisonment 
will cure those who believe that they can 
drive a motor-car more skilfully when they 
are drunk than when they are sober. A 
motor-car in the hands of somebody who is 
under the influence of drink is as 
dangerous as a loaded gun in the hands of 


a child. 


Not Cricket 


A few days ago there was a scene at 
Lord’s. It is difficult to bring oneself to 
speak of anything so unhappy—indeed, 
so unwholesome—but there is such a thing 
as duty. Two counties of age-old renown 
were locked in gentlemanly combat on the 


| greensward. The click of bat on ball 


echoed sweetly through the summer after- 
noon, with the vituperation of a fieldsman 
who had stopped a boundary with his 
thumb, the chatter of small boys exchang- 
ing stamps, the whistling of the straw- 
hatted veterans in their slumber, and ‘all 
the other noises, grave and gay, that serve 
as accompaniment to a cricket match.

On his decease he left his fortune to his 
daughter, Harriett Hobbs, and she became 
the wife of Thomas Rose, a great uncle 
of the present Rose-Cleland family of 
Bangor.

Britain’s “ Speed King,” to- 
day won from the United States the 
world’s speed “boat record with an 
average speed of 126.32 miles an 
hour—the fastest man has ever 
travelled on water. 

He also holds the world’s land 
speed record with 301.1293 miles an 
hour. : 

Sir Malcolm’s new _ speedboat 
record was set up with his Bluebird 
on Lake Maggiore this morning. 


TWO DIFFICULTIES 


In an exclusive interview after his 
achievement Sir Malcolm said: '“ Every- 
thing did not go very well for us. Firstly, 
the two big scoops which we had put in to 
cool the engine set up a Very big resistance, 
which retarded us a good deal; and, 
secondly, we were further retarded when 
two pipes burst owing to the pressure at 
the high speed we were travelling, and a 
lot of water came into the boat. 

“We have picked up a great deal of 
very valuable data during our stay here 
besides breaking the record. Little, as you 
know, is known about these very high- 
powered speed boats, but we have found 
out a great deal. I think our record is a 
great triumph for British engineering, 
when you consider that we had only one 
engine of 2,000 horse-power, as compared 
with, Gar Wood’s four-engined boat of 
7,800 horse-power. 

“The Admiralty were ever so helpful 
in giving use every assistance with tank 
tests.’’ 


HOPES TO DO BETTER 


When asked whether he would have a 
go. at the Harmsworth Trophy. held by 
America since 1 Sir Malcolm said that 
this required a totally different type of 
boat. ‘He had not as yet had an oppor- 
tunity of considering this. 

““I am only a novice,’’ he said. 

He added that he would take Bluebird 
out again to-morrow morning. Certain 
alterations are being rapidly made to the 
Bluebird, and if these prove successful in 
the next frial run Sir Malcolm said he 
might easily try to put up better figures. 
But come what may, he said, he would 
leave for home on Friday.

Schneider Cup for Great Britain. On the 
other hand, Mise America X. was driven 
by four engines,- developing 7,800 horse- 
power. 


THE BROKEN PIPES 


Bluebird’s speed is more than sixteen 
miles an hour faster than the previous 
world record for single-engined boats—the 
110.102 m.p.h. established by Mr. Hubert 
Scott Paine in his Miss Britain III. at 
Venice in 1934. 

The pipes which burst, referred to by 
Sir Malcolm, were the two intake pipes 
which conveyed the water to the engine’s 
caoling system. Bluebird shipped a Jot of 
water, which covered about one-third of 
the boat. . 

When Sir Malcolm came ashore he was 
accorded a fine ‘ovation by the large 
crowd, including many Italians, who had 
gathered to watch the attempt. 


LANDING-STAGE CEREMONY 


Sir Malcolm modestly attributed his 
success to his two mechanics, Mr. Leo 
Villa and Mr. Leech. The latter was one 
of the survivors of the R 101 disaster.

THE CHINESE TROOPS 


The morale of the Chinese troops is 
described as magnificent. “They go to 
their death as if they were going home,’’ 
said the “ Christian General,” Feng Yu- 
hsiang, after a tour of :mspection of the 
Chinese lines. 

H.M.S. Danae, the British flagship; 
H.M.S. Falmouth and the British steamer 
Shengking have all been struck by 
shrapnel, but with no worse damage than 
dented decks. 

“ The only purpose of our hostilities is 
to induce China to become friends with 
Japan and Manchukuo,”’ said the Japanese 
spokesman at Shanghai yesterday.

HEAVY DAMAGE TO 
PRESIDENT HOOVER 


KOBE (JAPAN), Wednesday. 

With a twenty-foot hole in her hull, one 
of her funnels wrecked, and a number of 
her cabins battered, the American liner, 
President Hoover, which was bombed by a 
Chinese aeroplane off Woosung on Monday, 
arrived here to-day, with 566 passengers 
aboard. | 

The liner's shattered appearance created 

reat excitement here. One of her grace- 
ful smoke stacks had crumpled like card- 
board ; two big ventilators on the upper 
deck were riddled with machine-gun 
bullets, while the marks of about 600 
machine-gun bullets were noted amidships 
on the port side. The glass of several 
port-holes, two inches thick, was shattered. 
Cabin No. 417 had been wrecked by one of 
the bombs, and eight other cabins badly 
damaged, while the lounge, lobby and 
dining saloon were also damaged by the 
shock of the explosion. The firemen’s 

uarters were badly damaged, the main 

maaan room being under two feet of 
water, although it had been caulked up 
with concrete in temporary fashion. 

The purser, Mr. M. Holser, told 
reporters that the President Hoover was 
moored twenty miles off Woosung at the 
time of the attack, and that one Italian 
steamer was the only ship to pass any- 
where in the vicinity. The purser said 
that many of the passengers were on the 
upper decks trying to catch a glimpse of 
the war zone through binoculars, when the 
Chinese aeroplane appeared. After circlin 
over the liner a couple of times it div 
to within 100 feet of the deck and dropped 
two bombs, one of which fell in the sea 
ahead and the other astern.

SEARCH OF ROCKS 
The women had not returned and the

The Guards are making an extensive 
search, but it will not be possible for a 
canoe to search the sea near the rocks, 
as it is always very rough, and dangerous 
for any boat to put out at this point. 

Captain and Mrs. Ryan, who found the 
‘articles, state that they were left on the 
ledge of a rock together. 


SEARCH CONTINUES TO-DAY 

At a late hour to-night there was no 
trace of the missing women. The. search 
will be continued from an early hour 
to-morrow. Sergeant Carroll is conducting 
the search, with the assistance of Detective 
Officer Gillespie, life-saving instructor, 
and Guards O'Connell, Kiernan and Fur- 
long. They are combing the coast for a 
distance of six or seven miles around 
Kilkee. The searchers had a trying day 
yesterday, and returned exhausted to the 
barracks. 

Dr. Daniel Mahony is a native of Kil- 
rush, County Clare, where he has a num- 
ber of relatives. 

At the residence of Dr. Mahony in 
Lindsay road, Dublin, an Irish Times 
reporter was informed that there was still 
no news of the missing women.

| DAILEY BREAKS RECORD 


AT CALCOT 


With a record-breaking round of 67. 
achieved with perfect driving and putting. 
Allan Dailey (Wanstead), a native of 
Leuchars, near St. Andrews, led the field of 
one hundred players on the first round of the 
36 holes competition in the Southern qualify- 
ing section of the £1,250 Tournament at 
Calcot, Reading, yesterday. Dailey’s score 
not only established a fresh record for the 
6,300 yards course, but also set a hot pace 
for those who were striving to secure one of

Dailey made only two mistakes—at two 
short holes. His sliced tee shot to the twelfth 
struck a tree and took a four, while at the 
thirteenth he was in a deep bunker for the 
same figure. His card, which beat the profes- 
sional record of 72 made by P. Beal five years 
ago and the .ecord score of 70 by ó. H. 
Greenly, read:

Scoring was not so easy as Dailey's effort 
suggested. Few players beat 70, and D. J. 
Rees pew vat last year’s winner, placed 
himself in danger of not qualifying with 75.

He did have a number of awkward lies, but 
more than once he saw his ball roll away 
from the greens through inaccurate iron shots. 
Rees’s ball found a ditch at the fourteenth, 
and he had to pick up under penalty.

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Board 
of Assistance yester .v, a letter was received 
from St. Philomena’s Hospital requesting the 
Board to take back one of the children sent 
there who was suffering from trachoma. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that the whole 
Beard should be in the dock. This child was 
be*ig turned out of one of their auxiliary 
hospitals because she had a highly dangerous 
and infectious disease of the eye. 

Councillor Medlar objected to the use of 
the phrase, and 

Mrs. Walsh answered that what she meant 
was that the members of the Board, including 
herself, should be in the dock if they per- 
mitted the return of the,child to the union, 
where there was no system of isolation, thus 
endangering eighty-seven child inmates of the 
institution. 

Dr. Dwyer, R.M.S., said that he had re- 

peatedly pointed out the necessity of en 
isolation hospital, but nothing had been done 
about the matter. 
» Mrs. Walsh—It is a horrible indictment of 
this: Board that) we should be prepared to 
bring this child back here to spread this 
“dreadful disease among the other children. 

Dr. J. Hannigan, “T.D., said that if they 
brought the child back they would increase 
the possibility of the infection. 

Dr. Dwyer said that the doctor who re- 
commended the child’s return was on the staff 
of the Eye and Ear Hospital. They could 
not .get this child admitted there. He had 
tried several times. He had another case of 
a boy suffering from head trouble. 

The Chairman said that there were 187 
children at St. Philomena’s, and there was 
no isolation ward there either. It was 
a scandal that when a healthy child 
was brought here he or she had to be put 
in with children who suffered from some 
disease, 

It was decided, in view of the number. of 
children at St. Philomena’s Hospital, to take 
back the child, and to send a copy of the 
letter to the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, stressing the: meed for the 
immediate erection of an isolation hospital. 

The relief supervisors reported that for the 
week ended August 28 there were 7,405 cases 
relieved at a cost of £3,419 18s., this being 
an increase of 126 cases, costing £49 13s. 6d.. 
over the previous week, and an increase of 
635 cases, costing £515 13s., over the cor- 
responding week last year. 

A man who was in receipt of 23s. a week 
relief in Dublin, it was stated, went to 
London last Saturday, where he got a job at 
2s. 11d. per week. It was decided to con- 
tinue the relief to the man’s wife and children, 
residing in Dublin, for two weeks. 

On the motion of the Chairman,, seconded 


» by Mr..Medlar, and supported by Councillor 


O’Hara, a vote of sympathy with the 
relatives of the late Most Rev. Dr. Magennis 
and the Carmelite Community, of which he 
was Prior, was passed. 

The Chairman said that Dr. Magennis took 
an active interest in the welfare of that 
institution, where quite recently he gave a 
very successful mission to the inmates. The 
loss of such a distinguished clergyman would 
be felt keenly by the Carmelite Order and the 
citizens of Dublin.

Census of Industrial Production, which 

have just been issued by the Depatt- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, give partt- 
culars of the output during the year 1936 in 
the Free State of clothing, chemicals, oils, 
paints, fertilisers, engineering, implements 
and metal manufacture. 

In the clothing industry there were 160 
establishments working—an increase of 56 
over the previous year—and producing goods 
to the gross value of £1,241,505, which also 
was an increase, amounting to £184,263, 
over the previous year’s figures. The total 
cost of materials used in all clothing depart- 
ments during 1936 was £621,745, an increase 
of £57,672 over the previous years costs. 

The number of neck-ties manufactured 
during the vear was 52,303 dozen, of which 
95.661 dozea were of Irish poplin. The total 
value of the industry in this section was 
£59:049. Handkerchiefs amounted to 415,744 
dozen, at a total net selling value of £40,524, 
while the number of umbrellas manufactured 
was 10,166, a decrease in production of about 
1,000. The total net selling value v 
umbrellas. on the other hand, has increased 
from £23,272 to £25,113. This industry 
afforded employment to 5,168 persons, of 
which 1,459 were under 18 years of age. 
Total salaries, wages and earnings amounted 
to. £327,805. 

The number of establishments wich manu- 
facture chemicals, vils and paints increased 
from 76 in 1935 to 96 in 1936, and the- total 
value of the products was almost doubled— 
1935, £778,554; 1936, £1,552,355. The num- 
ber of people employed in the chemical, vil, 
paint and fertiliser industries rose from 
3995 to 2,367. — 


ENGINEERING 


Under the heading of engineering and im- 
plements, the number of employed people rose 
from 2,282 to 2,676, wages increasing from 
£180,718 to £221,626. The gross output was

SUCCESS OF THE CONGRESS 


The Congress was attended by delegates 
from most of the countries of Europe, and 
each province of France had a representative 
there. Two representativs ‘came from the 
United States; one of whom, Mr. Thompson, 
recently lectured at University College, Dub- 
lin. he Congress was arranged to coincide 
with the opening of the Musee de |'Homme 
in Paris, in which is the archive designed 
for French folklore, the study of which is 
now bemg taken up under the auspices of 
the Government on a very wide scale. 

Mr. Delargy said that the Congress was 
one of the most successful he ever had at- 
tended, and this was mainly due to the 
enthusiasm' of M. G. Riviere and M. Varag- 
nac, working under the able leadership of 
M. Rivet; Director of the Trocadero Museum, 
Paris. The delegates were particularly im- 
pressed with the care taken to ensure the 
success of the Congress, 


THE IRISH COMMISSION 


One of the outstanding features: of the 
exhibition was. the French farmhouse, which 
attracted a great deal of attention, and is 
similar to that. of the Irish farmhouse in the 
National Museum, Dublin. 

During the Congress Mr. Delargy read a 
paper on the work of the Irish Folklore Com- 
mission, which, he said, has now one of the 
threefinest archives in the world, the other 
two being those of Finland and Esthonia. 

The success of the Congress, he said, was 
a very definite step forward in international 
co-operation in the field of folklore, oral 
literature and ethnology. The Congress had 
to endeavour to co-ordinate all- the 
efforts in the field in all the countries of 
Europe and called upon such countries as had 
not yet established archives to do so as soon 


as ible. 

Definite contacts had been established be- 
and France which, it was 
hoped, would lead to collaboration between 
the two countries in folklore studies, and it 
was expected that the interest aroused in 
France by the work of the Irish Folklore 
Commission would lead French scholars to 
visit Ireland, where they would study the 
background against which the work is carried 
on and see the methods of the Irish body 
at work. : 

In the course of conversation with the 
delegate from Belgium, Mr. Delargy was told 
that that country’s Government had com- 
pleted a scheme of folklore study, on the lines 
of the Irish Commission’s work, which would 
be put in operation as soon as the necessary 
formalities were attended to.

DIVIDEND PAYMENTS ON FOREIGN 
HOLDINGS. 

The Department of Commerce estimates 
that dividends paid during 1956 on foreign 
holdings - of American stocks) amounted to 
about 3150,000,000, compared with $83,000,000 
in 1935, Interest payments on American 
bonds held abroad were little changed from 
the estimated $22,000,000 in 1935, while the 
income of foreigners from other long-term 
investments totalled $20,000,000, against 
$25,000,000 in the previous year. The final 
summary of the 1936 balance of international 
payments shows an unfavourable balance on 
trade and service accounts of $153,000.000, 
compared with a favourable. balance of 
$183,000,000 in 1935. The net imports of gold 
and silver totalled $1,210,000,000, compared 
with $2,075,000,900 in 1955, while the net 
capital inflow was $1,172,000,000, against 
$1,557,000,000.

ISCUSSING the danger to salmon in the 
1) River Liffey which may follow the 

‘construction of the levdet-aleciria 
scheme at Poulaphuca, Dr. R. R. Leeper, 
who presided at the Dublin Fishery Board 
yesterday, said that the Board was of 
opinion that there ought to be a fish-pass 
erected there, which would be of enormous 
benefit to the salmon-fishing in the Liffey. 

It was stated that if salmon-fishing in the 
River Liffey was to be injured by the pro- 
posed Poulaphuca scheme the Ringsend fisher- 
men would be the hardest hit, as they were 
dependent on the fishing for their livelihood 
for seven months of the year. 

The other members present were:—Mr. H, 
1D, Pack-Beresford, Mr. C. Grove-White, Mr. 
J. H. Brown and Mr. A. E. Woodnutt. 


LITTLE ANGLING 


In the report of the head water bailiff (Mr. 
McNamara) it was stated that he had kept 
all the rivers in the district under close 
observation during the past month. Owing 
to the dry weather the rivers were excep- 
tionally low, and very little angling was 
carried on in them. He had received 
numerous complaints about the scarcity of 
fish in the rivers, brown trout especially. The 
scarcity of fish seemed to be general through- 
out the country.. On August 24th he saw a 
dead salmon, very much decomposed, which 
was after being taken out of the river at Bray 
Weir. The dead salmon had what he believed 
to be distinct marks of furunculosis, and he 
had it buried at once. He examined the pool 
where the dead salmon was taken out, and 
saw another salmon in it alive. He had the 
salmon taken out, and on examination he 
found that it was suffering from furunculosis. 
The fish was eventually taken to the Royal 
Veterinary College at Ballsbridge. He had 
visited Bray, alahide, Swords, Lucan, 
Salmon Leap and Celbridge on several occa- 
sions during the past month. He received 
several complaints about irregularities taking 
mg in connection with the fishery laws, 

ut those persons who made the complaints 
would not allow their names to be used in 
connection with the matter. The net fisher-

- Mr. Newcombe (secretary) said that they 
had received a report from the veterinary 
college stating that there was no evidence of 
furunculosis, or any other bacterial infection, 
on the fish which was examined.
